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Group W insists $3 charge 


is for ‘enhancement’ oniy 


In a brief telephone interview with John Mer¬ 
ritt, Group W foothill district manager and interim 
manager of Sierra Madre - Arcadia facilities, 
Merritt reiterated his statements at last week’s 
city council meeting. 

“There are essentially two types of converters 
to be use in Sierra Madre. One is not designed 
for remote capability and that costs the com¬ 
pany between $50 and $60. It cannot be used 
with the remote hand held unit. The other (for 
which they propose to charge an extra $3 per 
Month) is the remote capable converter which 
to the uninitiated looks like a non-remote cap¬ 
able converter. It has a light sensor behind which, 
combined with the remote, enables the converter 
to change channels. We pay approximately $100 
for that (appliance). The reason we’re asking cus¬ 
tomers for $3 per month is for convenience. 
It costs the company for this enhancement and 
it needs to be paid for. It takes us three years 
to amortize that converter.” 

Merritt immediately added that there was 
also a third type of converter being used in Sierra 
Madre: the one with no remote capabilities, that 


was provided to customers in May, 1982. 

He pointed out that this latest “convenience” 
converter - remote combination was provided “as 
a gesture of good will” to the people of Sierra 
Madre. 

The News asked Merritt what would happen 
if everyone in town turned in the latest con¬ 
verter - remote which Group W says is “An 
enhancement only.” 

“We’d have a non-remote cable converter. 
It’s a convenience customers enjoy ... In 130 
systems we have, customers have generally kept 
it,” Merritt said. 

What percentage of customers opted to pay 
the extra money and keep the “enhancement”? 
Merritt did not know. 

The News asked Merritt if Arcadia pays the 
same basic rate as Sierra Madre. Merritt was “not 
sure. I believe it’s the same rate.” 

The News called Group W and was informed 
that basic service in both cities is $7.05. 

Do Arcadians pay $3 extra for the “enhance¬ 
ment”? Merritt explained that under the terms of

Arson fire guts classroom 
at Alverno School 


A fire that is pronounced an arson fire gutted 
school room 109 in the new section of Alverno 
High School late Saturday, Oct. 15, causing what 
the school terms is a $12,000 loss. 

Fire Inspector Bill Kramer said Tuesday 
morning that the school room, which was the 
history class room where Steve Bailey taught, is 
located on the north end of the girls’ school campus 
facing Grandview. Entrance by suspects was 
“through unknown means,” Kramer reported to 
the News. 

As of Tuesday noon there are no suspects. 
“We feel it was probably someone who knew one 
of the students and we believe them to be male,” 
Kramer said. 

He reported that neighbors on the Wilson side 
of the school overheard voices about that time of 
the night saying “Let’s get the — out of here,” 
and a blacked out VW Rabbitt or similar vehicle 
sped away from the area. 

Suspects apparently attacked the book shelf 
in the room, tearing pages out of the books and 
placing them under the bookshelf to use them for 
kindling. An unknown open flame device set fire 
to the paper then to the overstuffed chair in the 
room. 

Because the schoolroom is part of a cement 
block building, Kramer said the fire and heat 
were contained in that room. “Bricks are porous 
so there will be a need to acid wash them,” 


Kramer explained. Smoke damage came from the 
plastic light fixtures, he said. 

Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Dept, received the 
alarm at 11:23 p.m. and had controlled the fire 
at 200 N. Miochillinda at 12:30 a.m. Twenty- 
eight firemen answered the call. 

Dave Naylor, Mike Tyler and Leonard Zlo- 
torowicz were original investigators and established 
the fire as one of arson. Kramer confirmed their 
findings after he arrived. 

Kramer explained the department’s “plight” 
at an open assembly for teachers and students at 
Alverno Tuesday morning, urging anyone with 
knowledge of suspicious circumstances about the 
fire to call 355-1402. Names will be kept anony¬ 
mous, Kramer assured the community.

How many times have you knocked 
on wood? Thrown salt over your shoulder? 

Did you know that if you find a safety pin 
and pin it to your dress, and make a wish, 
your wish will come true? 

These tidbits of knowledge were handed 
down to me from my grandmother. We 
“modern-folk” of today, call these tidbits, 
superstition. However, all these so-called 
superstitions had their origin in our distant 
past. We call our past, history. 

Knocking on wood, for example, dates 
back to pagan times, and the fact the when 
lightning struck a tree, the tree was 
thought to then have s divine power in it. It 
was believed that the tree was the dwelling 
piSce of a god. By touching the wood, a 
person could get magic results. And salt has 
been in everyone’s house since the beginning 
of time. The Roman soldiers were paid in 
lumps of salt, or given an allowance to buy 
it.

In general, the more Information that 
is printed on a wine label, the higher 
quality of the wine. By implication, a wine 
label that does not tell you very much 
indicates that there is not much to tell. 
The important Information is where the 
wine comes from and who produced It. 
The more specific the description, the 
better. A label that tells you that a wine 
is a Beaujolais, without specifically 
naming the vineyard or specific village, 
indicates a fairly ordinary wine. It may 
be an excellent value upon your tasting 
it, but the label does not aid you in your 
evaluation. However, a label that Indi¬ 
cates that the wine was produced at 
Chateau de la Chaise, in the C6te de 
Brouilly, in 1974, by the Marquis de 
Roussy de Sales, at a particular chateau, 
tells you all you need to know.

the agreement, “the extra cost is prohibited by 
their ordinance." 

Merritt reiterated that the extra S3 Group W 
is asking its Sierra Madre subscribers to start 
paying for the converter - remote is not required 
for basic services and, contrary to the Oct. 6 letter 
sent to Rusty Faust, former Group W general 
manager, by City Administrator James McRea, 
the monthly charge for the remote unit is not 
beyond the rate structure as defined by Exhibit 
“A” of Resolution 82 - 26 for basic services. 
He also explained that Group W did not inform 
the city 60 days prior to the $3 increase since 
the amount was “not a rate change.” 

The News asked why Group W had not pre¬ 
sented the city with a documented log by Apr.
